The Senate joint resolution endorsing the
treaty with the Chinese Empire was read for
tbe second time, the rules suspended, and the
resolution adopted.

COL. FAIR'S SPEECH.

The printed copies of Col. Fair's speech,
circnlated within ten minutes after the de-

porter present, is enabled to give it cor
act words:
Mr. President and gentlemen of the Legis-

lature of Nevada:
I sincerely thank you for the high honor

you have conferred upon me by the elec-

tion to the United States Senate. I ap-

preciate the honor the more because I
have been elected by the people and the
representatives of the people of the State,
with whom I have lived for twenty years
and whose friendship I desire forever to
preserve. I fully realize the importance
of the position to which I have been
elected and will endeavor to faithfully dis-

charge all the duties of United States Sena-

tor.
It is not my intention on this occasion,

my fellow citizens, to make any extended
remarks or outline my course to be follow-
ed in the Senate.

There is one thing, however, among oth-

ers I have endeavored to accomplish, and
that is to secure the free coinage of gold
and silver. If that can bo obtained it will
be of great benefit to the State. But I am
not here to speak of matters of legislation-- I

have at your request received tho exalted
hanor of an election to the Senate of the
United States, and for that I sincerely
thank you and the good people of the State.

In conclusion I can only say that I shall
strive to impartially perform the duties of
the office to which I have been elected for
the best interests of the State of Nevada
and the general welfare of the people.
